DPC approves promotion 
of 3 Dy.

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COVID-19 threatening India's gains in protecting 
chiidren against pneumonia, diarrhea: Report 


NEW DELHI, NOV 13 /--/ 
Although India has made 
significant progress in 
ensuring that children under 
five years of age are protected 
against pneumonia and 
diarrhea through 

immunisation, the COVID-19 
pandemic threatens these 
hard-won gains, accordingto 
the latest annual Pneumonia 
and Diarrhoea Progress 
Report. The report by the 
International Vaccine Access 
Center (IVAC) at the Johns 
Hopkins Bloomberg School 
of Public Health also stated 
that although overall the 
world's health systems are 
falling short of ensuring that 
children have access to 
prevention and treatment 
services, India made 
significant progress in 
ensuring children receive 
immunisations to protect 
against diarrhea and 
pneumonia. The report tracks 
progress by analysing 10 
indicators from the latest 
available data on how 
countries are delivering key 
interventions, including 
breastfeeding, immunisation, 
care-seeking andantibiotics, 
oral rehydration solution 
(ORS) and zinc 
supplementation, shown to 
prevent pneumonia and 
diarrhea deaths. 


Due to a large part of its 
population, India bears a 
greater burden of under-five 
pneumonia and diarrhea 
deaths than anyothercountry 
based on global child 
mortality data. An estimated 
2,33,240Indian children under 
five die due to pneumonia and 
diarrhea each year, 640 
children per day, according 
to the report. India's coverage 
of rotavirus vaccine 
increased by 18 percentage 
points (35 per cent rotavirus 
coverage in 2018 expanded to 
53 per cent in 2019), it stated. 
This coincides with India's 
rapid scale-up of the 
rotavirus vaccine across the 
country that will help protect 
26 million children born each 
year against life-threatening 
cases of rotavirus diarrhea, 
according to a statement 
released by IVAC. India's 
immunisation coverage 
against pneumococcal 
pneumonia also increased by 
nine percentage points (six 
per cent PC V (pneumococcal 
conj ugate vaccines) coverage 
in 2018 expanded to 15 per 
cent in 2019), it said. Of the 
15 focus countries included 
in the report, India is one of 
just four countries that 
exceeded targets for exclusive 
breastfeeding (58 per cent 
exclusive breastfeedingrate). 


IVAC said. However, nearly 
every country included in the 
report lagged in access to 
treatments against 

pneumonia and diarrhea. 

Treatment for diarrhea 
had the lowest coverage in 
India, only 51 per cent of 
children received oral 
rehydration solution (ORS) 
and only 20 per cent of 
children received zinc, the 
statement said. ORS and zinc, 
especially when co-packaged 
together, are highly effective 
treatments that are proven to 
reduce deaths from diarrhea 
in children, it said. The report 
stated thatalthoughtherewas 
progress in India in 2019, the 
pandemic threatens these 
hard-won gains due to 
disruption of routine health 
services like immunisation 
and access to medical oxygen, 
which is used to treat both 
pneumonia and COVID-19 
patients. "While the world 
focuses on new innovations 
in vaccines to respond to the 
COVID-19 epidemic, we 
cannot afford to lose sight of 
the millions of children who 
die from preventable diseases 
like pneumonia and 
diarrhea," IVAC senior advisor 
and professor in the 
department of international 
health, Mathuram 

Santosham, said. (PTI)

window in this regard, to 
check the spread of pollution 
which could further 
aggravate the coronavirus 


situation. Singh had on 
Tuesday announced a two- 
hour window for use of green 
firecrackers on Diwali and 
Gurpurab, with a curb for 
Christmas too across the 
state, except in Mandi 
Gobindgarh, where a total 
ban has been imposed from 
the midnight of November 9- 
10 till November 30- 
December 1 midnight on 
account of its poor Air 
Quality Index (AQI). 
According to the state 
government's directives, on 
Diwali (November 14), green 
crackers can be burst from 8 
pmto 10 pm, and on Gurpurab 
(November 30), they will be 
allowed from 4 am to 5 am and 
from 9 pm to 10 pm. On 
Christmas Eve, people can 
burst crackers from 11.55 pm 
till 12.30 am. (PTI) 


Ensure there is no lapse in 
implementation of NGT's directions 
on air quality; CAQM to CPCB, states 


NEW DELHI, NOV 13 /--/ 
The Commission for Air 
Quality Management 
(CAQM) today directed the 
CPCB and states concerned 
to ensure that there is no lapse 
in implementation of the 
National Green Tribunal's 
directions in view of the 
prevailing air quality 
scenario. The commission 
said state pollution control 
boards, committees and other 
field-level functionaries have 
also been asked to ensure that 
there is no lapse in 
implementation of the NGT's 
directions. "In pursuance of 
the NGT order dated 
November 9 and considering 
the concerns of air quality 
scenario in the NCR and its 
adverse health impact, the 
Commission directed CPCB, 
concerned state governments 
and authorities for strict 
compliance of the directions 


of NGT, with zero tolerance 
on violation," it said. The 
National Green Tribunal 
(NGT) had on Monday 
imposed a total ban on sale or 
use of all kinds of 
firecrackers in the National 
Capital Region (NCR) from 
November 9 midnight to 
November 30 midnight, 
saying "celebration by 
crackers is for happiness and 
not to celebrate deaths and 
diseases". A bench headed by 
NGT Chairperson Justice 
Adarsh Kumar Goel had 
clarified that the direction 
will apply to all cities and 
towns in the country where 
the average of ambient air 
quality during November 
2019 was in 'poor' and above 
categories. "There will be 
total ban against sale or use 
of all kinds of firecrackers 
in the NCR from midnight of 
November 9-10,2020, to the 


midnight of November 30- 
December 1, 2020, to be 
reviewed thereafter," the 
NGT had said. (PTI)

AYODHYA, NOV 13 /--/ 
Deepotsav celebrations 
began today in the holy city 
of Ayodhya in the presence 
of Uttar Pradesh Governor 
Anandiben Patel and Chief 
Minister Yogi Adityanath, a 
Diwali event which will 
also see the lighting of a 
record 5.51 lakh earthen 
lamps at dusk. 

Soon after landing here, 
the Governor and the chief 
minister offered prayers to 
Lord Ram and later 
welcomed actors 

representing Lord Ram, 
Goddess Sita and Lakshman 
who descended on the 
Saryu bank in a 'pushpak 
viman' - a helicopter. With a 
view to ensuring a global 


recognition and identity to 
Ayodhya, Adityanath has 
initiated a number of works 
in the temple town 
including Deepotsav being 
organised on the occasion 
of Diwali every year. Since 
the formation of the 
Adityanath government in 
Uttar Pradesh, many events 
have been organised, from 
Deepotsav to Ram Leela, 
which have earned a new 
identity to Ayodhya 
globally, a government 
spokesman said today. 

Giving an account of 
the works in temple town, 
he said apart from setting up 
of Navya Ayodhya as the 
coordinated model of Vedic 
and modern city, the 


grandest and divine temple 
of Lord Ram, a statue of the 
Hindu deity, which would 
be the world's tallest, is set 
to leave an indelible 
impression on the people of 
the world.

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Taliban terrorism hitting Kabul govt

Bihar and Bengal 

Parliamentary democracy sometimes 
throws up strange results. The party which 
has emerged as the single largest party in the 
election does not get power. A combination of 
parties that has stacked up a bigger total that 
gets it. This has happened in Bihar. There 
were some imponderables like the entry of 
the AIMIM of Asaduddin Owaisi and its 
contesting seats in what is known as 
“Seemanchal” consisting of four Muslim 
majority districts of Araria, Purnea, 
Katihar and Kishangunge The AIMIM won 
five seats but its cutting into the Muslim vote 
which has been traditionally supportive of 
the RJD engineered the defeat of the MGB 
candidates in several seats. The beneficiary 
was the B JP. If this is a trend for the future, 
there is cause to worry. The electorate will be 
divided on communal basis. Communal 
polarization will become acute. 

That the battle for votes between the NBA 
and the MGB was neck and neck is obvious 
from the fact that in may constituencies the 
winner has won by less than a thousand or 
five hundred votes. For the next five years, the 
RJD and the Left will have to work hard at the 
grassroots level to tilt the balance decisively 
in its favour. The Left, in particular, has to be 
cautious that their political or ideological 
stand never endangers the unity of the MGB. 
Together, they will have to wage ceaseless 
battle against all varieties of communal and 
divisive forces. They have to work hard to 
minimize, if not totally eliminate, the caste 
factor which vitiated polls in Bihar. 

The impact of the B JP’s victory on Bengal 
will be great. The B JP is jacking up its party 
machinery at a time when the Trinamool 
Congress faces three problems: anti¬ 
incumbency, the factional fights bedeviling 
the party over the loaves and fishes of office; 
and the ominous possibility of Subhendu 
Adhikary leaving the party. For this last 
problem the top leadership of the party is 
responsible. The attempt to corner Adhikary 
within the party could have been easily 
avoided by a wise leadership. Subhendu has 
risen from the ranks. He fought the terror 
machine of the CPI-M at Nandigram and 
foiled the attempt of the red party to 
dispossess peasants of their lands and hand 
them over to industrial houses in the name 
of development. If Adhikary really quits the 
TMC and either forms a parallel party or 
joins the B JP, TMC’s return to power for the 
third time in a row will become uncertain. 


Afghanistan’s Taliban militants have resumed their 
terrorising posture embarked, thereby frustrating the 
proponents of a sustainable milieu for peace. At the 
moment, they have exacerbated violence and intimidation 
to capture Kandahar, the capital for the hard-line movement 
nearly a quarter-century ago. Hundreds of insurgents, 
civilians, and soldiers are believed to have been killed while 
thousands of villagers have been displaced as a sequel to 
fighting around the city of Kandahar, capital of one of the 
key provinces of land-locked country. 

The hit-back from the official forces forced Taliban 
fighters beat retreat from parts of rural areas, but resident 
Afghans have a feel of nightmares they experienced for 
years together. Taliban attempted to overrun two strategic 
provincial capitals including Kandahar and establish a 
commanding military advantage. The Taliban offensive is 
in the adjoining districts of Zharay Maiwand and Panjwai, 
located along a major road connecting Kandahar to 
LashkarGah, the capital of neighbouring Helmand 
Province. 

Kandahar’s governor Hayatullah Hay at told Radio Free 
Afghanistan, “Contrary to all human rights conventions, the 
Taliban is holding civilians hostage to protect itself from 
our air strikes and artillery fire”, while reiterated the 
national government’s commitment “We want to protect our 
people.” .The Taliban surprised the government forced by 
sudden infiltration into government-controlled territories 
in the recent time but their project fell through. “I can assure 
you that we have established a secure parameter around 
Kandahar city, and it is well protected”, Hayat said. Once 
the seat of Afghan empires in the 18th century, Kandahar 
has a pivotal political significance in Afghanistan. But in 
1994, the Taliban emerged from districts surrounding this 
ancient city. 

The Talibans are present in five villages of Arghandab, 
an agricultural district northwest of Kandahar. Nisar

Ahmad, a farmer in Arghandab’s Nagahan village, recalled 
that they were awakened by Taliban fighters in his 
pomegranate orchard. “They told us to immediately run to 
our houses because they wanted to plant mines and dig 
trenches in our orchards to target the Afghan forces. Apart 
from one narrow alley, all streets in our village are now 
mined.,” he told RFA. “ 

There were a large number of casualties, albeit with 
conflicting claims. According to Jamal Nasir Barakzai, a 
spokesman for Kandahar’s police chief, “More than 300 
were killed while the rest were gravely injured”, while 
Mujahidin, the Taliban spokesman said only a handful of 
their fighters were killed and wounded because most of the 
government air strikes were blind or inaccurate. As a 
propaganda measure, the Taliban flooded social media with 
videos and photographs showing captured Afghan military 
outposts and ammunitions in Arghandab. The US authorities 
are perturbed over the “distressingly” high levels of 
violence threatening to derail Washington’s peace-building 
deal with Taliban insurgents and the ongoing intra-Afghan 
peace negotiations. The US special envoy in the peace 
process, Almay Khalilzad, warned the Talibans for 
intensifying battlefield attacks against Afghan security 
forces, including large-scale offensives in the southern 
Helmand province. “Our expectation has been and remains 
that violence comes down and stays down,” he tweeted.. 

Dost Mohammad Nayab, provincial head of the Afghan 
Refugee Repatriation Ministry, laid assurance on keeping 
up efforts for rehabilitation of displaced people, estimated 


roughly at 10,000 families, but expressed worries too. “If the 
security threats continue to mount, we are likely to see more 
displacement,” he said. The fighting between the Taliban 
and government forces, mostly belonging to the Afghan army 
extracted a heavy toll on civilians. At Kandahar’s Mirwais 
Hospital, for instance, overwhelming majority of the 25 
killed and 222 injured are civilians. “More than 141 of these 
had gunshot wounds while 67 were injured by mines,” 
according to the head surgery. At least in Kandahar and 
Helmand provinces, a war-like situation emerged to force 
many to run away from their homes. 

The counter-extremism programme and activities have 
become more difficult and complicated with bloody 
offensive of the Islamic State extremist group on Kabul 
University that killed at least 22 people on 2 November. .The 
fighting between assailants and security forces continued 
for over five hours. Sporadic grenade blasts and automatic 
weapons fire were heard from inside the university's fenced 
compound, as Afghan troops stood guard. Significantly, it 
happened just before the arrival of government officials for 
a joint Afghan-Iranian bookfair. The peace process stands 
deadlocked, more so when the U.S. military and the Talibans 
are engaged in a growing war of words over the terms of a 
deal to withdraw all foreign forces from Afghanistan. 

"The peace process has stalled, and during that stall the 
tendency of all parties is to revert back to their 'normal' 
mode of operations. For the Taliban, a militant insurgency, 
that mode is waging war,” observed Andrew Watkins, a 
senior analyst for Afghanistan at the International Crisis 
Group. Signs of desperation of Taliban top command are 
explicit. A bombing attack on at a girls school in the village 
of Dakhai in Afghanistan’s eastern Khost Province, set up 
four years back is its reflex. More than 1,000 girls now attend 
the school. The Talibans seem unnerved as they are 
unaccustomed to live in a civil society whose essential 
requirement is peace and freedom of association. (IPA)

Undoing a century of Labour upsurge

All India Trade Union Congress (AITUC), 
the first Central Trade Union of India 
completes 100 years of its glorious history 
on 31st Oct. 2020. AITUC was founded in an 
all-India conference held in the city of 
Mumbai with unions of various sectors 
from all over India on 31st Oct.1920. 

The beginning of the labour upsurge 
goes back to the second half of nineteenth 
century, with emergence of a class of 
casual general labour during British Raj in 
India. The self-sufficient village economy 
was shattered with no new structures in 
place, creating impoverished peasantry 
and landless labour force. The dumping of 
cheap industrial goods resulting in 
millions of artisans, spinners, weavers, 
craftsmen, smelters, smiths, potters etc. 
who could no more live on agriculture also 
turned into landless labourers. This led to 
widespread famines in India through the 
period 1850 to 1890 resulting in deaths of 
several lakhs and millions reduced to 
beggars. The anguish of impoverished 
masses, ruined peasantry was up in revolt 
which resulted in several movements even 
though crushed by the rulers. This 
background did help the 1857 revolt by 
princely states against the disempowering 
policies of British rule. The first jute mill 
in 1854 in Calcutta with British capital 
where as in Tardeo, Bombay first textile 
mill was set up in 1854 with Indian capital. 
The development of Railway helped 
Britishers in Coal mining and later in iron 
and steel industry in Bihar. Semi-serf 
conditions were prevalent with no 
regulation. Men, women, children were 
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laboring 16 to 17 hours a day, wages were 
very low, inhuman working conditions 
prevailing. Therefore in this background, 
labour unrest was inevitable. In 1917, in the 
wake of the Russian Revolution, worker 
unions started forming at many places in 
India, including by weavers in Ahmadabad, 
by seafaring men in 1918; on April 27,1918 
Madras Labour Union was formed. Several 
other unions were formed in 1918 such as 
Bombay Presidency Postmen’s Union, the 
Clerks Union (Bombay), Port Trust 
Employees Association Calcutta, Asiatic 
Saloon Crew Union (Bombay) etc. In 1919, 
we find Press Employees Association 
Calcutta, Calcutta Tramway Employees 
Association, the Employees Association- 
Calcutta, Mechanical Workers Union, 
Punjab Press Association etc being formed. 

In 1918, the great strike in cotton mills 
of Bombay started and soon it spread to 
other areas with 1,25,000 workers 
participating by January 1919. The strike 
against Rowllat Act had great impact on the 
national struggle itself. In the first half of 
1920, there were 200 strikes involving 15 
lakh workers. The demands were for 10 hrs 
working and dearness allowance. Out of 97 
strikes during July to December 1920, only 
31 ended in failure. In all other cases there 
were successes to some extent. The Indian 


Penal Code was amended in 1913 to crush 
trade unions and that had made the workers 
more assertive and militant. That is how one 
explains from 1914 onwards unrelenting 
march of forming the unions by workers 
began. It was in this heroic background that 
the preparations began in July 16, 1920 
when a convention was held in Bombay 
which decided “to hold All India Trade 
Union Congress in Bombay”. A reception 
committee with 500 members with Joseph 
Baptista as chairperson was formed. Hence 
the first session, the founding conference 
began on 31st October 1920, in Empire 
Theatre Bombay with Lala Lajpat Rai as the 
founding President. 101 delegates from 64 
unions with a membership of 1,40,854 from 
all over India participated with presence of 
political leaders of various shades of 
opinions such as Moti Lai Nehru, Mohd. Ali 
Jinnah, Mrs. Annie Basant, V J Patel, B.P. 
Wadia, J. Bapista, Lalubhai Samaldas, 
Jamnadas, Dwarka Das, B W Wadia R.R. 
Krandikar, Col. J.C. Wedgwood. British 
Trade Union Congress attended as fraternal 
delegate. 

AITUC in its second session in 1921 in 
Jharia had adopted a resolution of Swaraj 
(Complete independence from British 
rule), almost eight years before the platform 
of freedom struggle, the Indian National 


Congress, adopted such resolution in 
1929.AITUC leadership with the working 
class in fighting mood took the organisation 
to new heights. Several of the laws were 
improved upon due to trade union 
agitations, the Workers Compensation Act 
was achieved in 1923 and Trade Union Act 
1926 achieved with lots of continuous 
struggles in the period 1920 to 1925. In 1927, 
first time AITUC officially called for 
observing May Day by its affiliates. AITUC 
delegates to ILO were also playing 
significant role in raising the plight and 
concerns of working class in Asian region. 
The relationship of AITUC with unions of 
various countries was developing 
consistently. The Indian Nation moved 
towards freedom in 1947. The working class 
rejoiced political freedom from imperialist 
rule. The contribution of AITUC led 
movement for workers’ rights and also in 
mobilising in almost all the national calls of 
the freedom struggle is unparalleled. This 
was well recognized when the constituent 
Assembly included the concerns of working 
class, their charter of demands and 
resolutions adopted in various sessions 
while finalizing the constitution of free 
India. The democratic rights to unions/ 
associations, freedom of expression, living 
wage, equal treatment, equal pay for equal 
work, maternity benefits so on & so forth 
were part of the constitution adopted for 
free India. 

It is these rights which are under attack in 
the present times. The attacks are at the 
international level in different ways in various 
parts of the world.

Common OCD drugmaybe used in early 
treatmentfor COVID-19: Scientists 


BOSTON, NOV 13/-/ Sci entists have 
found that a drug commonly used to treat 
obsessive-compulsivedisorder, or OCD, if 
taken within seven days of first 
symptoms of COVI D-19, may reduce 
the risk for respiratory 
deteri orati on, an advance that mi ght 
I ead to a new treatment strategy for 
the novel coronavi rus infection. 

The study, published in the 
journal J AM A, noted that none of 
the 80 patients who took the 
anti depressant fluvoxamine met the 
respi ratory deterioration criteria - 
compared to an 8.3 per cent rate i n 
the 72 patients who took a dummy 
pill (placebo)."The results of the 
fluvoxaminetrial areencouraging 
and warrant a further evaluation i n 
a larger study. A treatment that can 
prevent lung problems in people 
with mild symptoms of COVI D-19 is 
desperately needed," said study co-author 
Carolyn Machamer from the Johns 
Hopkins School of Medi cine in the US. 

According to the scientists, 
fl uvoxami ne, whi ch i s typi cal ly used to 
treat pati ents with OCD, has strong anti¬ 
inflammatory properties.They believe this 
capability could preventcytokinestorms- 
- the body's massive, someti mes deadly, 
i nflammatory react! on tothecoronavi rus.l n 
thestudy, the 152trial partici pants, all of 
whom were 18 years or older, were 
diagnosed with mi Id forms of COVI D-19, 


and randomly assigned to take either 
fluvoxamineor a placebo. 

The scientists said none of the 80 


partici pants who received the drug hit the 
endpoint of clinical deterioration, as 
opposed to si x of the 72 peopi e i n the pi acebo 
group whose blood oxygen levels 
signifi cantly lowered.Based on the results, 
the researchers said fluvoxami ne has the 
potential to reduce the risk of 
hospitalisation i n COVI D-19 pati ents."We 
now have evi dence that an i nexpensi ve, 
safe, and read! ly aval lable pi II can reduce 
deterioration and hospitalisation from 
COVI D-19," said Steve Kirsch, another co¬ 
author of thestudy. (PTI)

Humanitarian group: 20 migrants drown off coast of Libya 


CAIRO, NOV 13 /-/ A 

wooden boat carrying 
migrantsboundfor Europe 
capsized off the coast of 
Libya and 20 of them 
drowned, an i nternati onal 
humanitarian groupsaid. 

The statement from 
Doctors Without Borders 
late Thursday came just 
hours after it was revealed 
that another shi pwreck had 
clai med the lives of at least 
74 migrants in the 
Mediterranean Sea.Only 
three women could be 
rescued by local fishermen, 
the group said on 
Twitter.They were in shock 
and terrified; they saw 
loved ones disappear 
beneath the waves, dyi ng i n 
front of their eyes, the 
statement said. 

The wooden boat was 
carry! ng 23 mi grants who 
had departed from the 
Libyan coastal town of 
Sorman, said Anais 
Deprade, a spokesperson for 
M SF, the abbrevi ati on for 
the French name of the 
group, Medecins Sans 
Frontieres.One of the three 
survivors lost her husband, 
h er si ster an d h er si ster's 1- 
year-old child, Deprade 
said. 

Alarm Phone, an 
independent group that 
supports rescueoperations 
i n the M editerranean Sea, 
tweeted that the boat had 
called them for rescue 
before it sank.The group 
sa i d i t r epeated I y r eq u ested 
a search-and-rescue 
operation by EU 
author! ti es. I n vai n. They 
decided to let them drown. 
Our hearts are broken, the 
group tweeted.Earlier on 
Thursday, the UN migration 
agency said at least 74 
migrants had drowned 
when thei r boat caps! zed off 
the coast of the Libyan port 
of al-Khums.Only 47people 
were rescued by the Libyan 
coast guard and fishermen 
and brought to shore. As of 
late Thursday, 31 bodies 
were retrieved as the search 
for the remai ni ng vi cti ms 
conti nued, the I nternati onal 
Organization for M igration 
said.

Multiple ceasefire violations by Pak along LoC, 
4 security forces personnel among 10 killed 



SRINAGAR, NOV 13 /-/ Four 
security forces personnel were among 
10 people killed in multiple ceasefire 
violations by Pakistani troops along the 
Line of Control (LoC) from Gurez to Uri 
sectors of Jammu and Kashmir today, 
officials said. Srinagar-based defence 
spokesman Col Rajesh Kalia said 
Pakistan used mortars and other 
weapons and deliberately targeted 
civilian areas. The troops retaliated 
strongly causing causalities and 
substantial damage to Pakistan Army's 
infrastructure across the LoC, he said. 
"Several ammunition dumps, FOL 
dumps and multiple terrorist launch 
pads have been damaged," the defence 
spokesman said. Three Army 
personnel, a BSF sub-inspector and six 
civilians were killed in Pakistani 
action while four security forces 
personnel and eight civilians were 
injured. 

"Pakistan initiated unprovoked 
ceasefire violation along the LoC 
spread across multiple sectors to 
include Dawar, Reran, Uri and Naugam. 
Three Indian Army soldiers have been 
killed in action and three soldiers 
injured," Col Kalia said, adding the 


nation salutes their supreme sacrifice. A 
BSF sub-inspector was killed in Haji 
Peer sector while a jawan was injured, 
officials said. Two civilians were killed 
in Kamalkote sector, also in Uri, while a 
woman was killed in Balkote area in 
Haji Peer sector, they added. They said 
apart from various places in Uri, the 
ceasefire violations were reported from 
Izmarg in Gurez sector of Bandipora 
district and Reran sector of Kupwara 
district. A defence official in Jammu 
said Pakistani troops violated ceasefire 
twice in Poonch district. "Around 1345 
and 1445 hours today, Pakistani army 
initiated unprovoked ceasefire 
violation by firing with small arms and 
shelling with mortars along LoC in 
sector in Sawjian in Poonch," he said, 
adding Indian troops retaliated in a 
befitting manner. Earlier, Col Kalia said 
the Army foiled an infiltration bid, 
which was aided by the ceasefire 
violation, along the LoC in the Reran 
sector. "Suspicious movement was 
observed by our troops at the forward 
posts along the LoC in Reran sector (in 
north Kashmir's Kupwara district) 
today. The suspected infiltration bid was 
foiled by alert troops," he said, adding. 


This was the second infiltration 
attempt within a week. The earlier 
unsuccessful bid in Machil sector 
during the intervening night of 
November 7-8 was foiled in which three 
militants were killed. Three Army 
soldiers, including a Captain, and a BSF 
jawan also lost their lives during the 
operation. In New Delhi, BSF officials 
said SI Rakesh Doval, 39, deployed at the 
force's artillery battery at the LoC in 


Baramulla was killed after he 
sustained head injury in the firing 
around 1.15 pm. Constable Vasu Raja 
sustained splinter injuries on his arms 
and cheeks. He was deployed at the 
same forward defended location, they 
said, adding the constable is stable. 
Almost all BSF units along the LoC are 
facing heaving firing since morning and 
an effective retaliation by the troops, 
artillery regiment and support weapons 


has been mounted, a senior officer of the 
force said. 

"The Sub Inspector has made 
supreme sacrifice in line of duty while 
facing heavy ceasefire violation from 
the enemy. The sub-officer was a 
resident of Rishikesh in Uttarakhand 
and joined the border force in 2004," the 
officer said. Doval is survived by his 
father, wife and a nine-year-old 
daughter, he said. (PTI)

BJP not in favour of Prez rule 
in Bengal, but violence 
may lead to it, says Dilip 

Accuses TMC and team Gurung 


of attacking his convoy 


KOLKATA, NOV 13 /-/ A day after stones 
were thrown at his convoy, West Bengal 
BJP president Dilip Ghosh today said 
though the party is not in favour of 
imposition of Article 356 and is 
confident of dislodging the TMC 
government in the 2021 state polls, it 
cannot be said now if the escalation in 
"violence and murders" will eventually 
lead to such a situation. 

Ghosh was speaking to a TV channel 
and the interview footage was shared on 
the official Facebook page of West 
Bengal BJP. Stones were thrown at his 
convoy in Alipurduar district on 
Thursday. To a pointed question if BJP 
will demand President's rule in West 
Bengal, Ghosh said: "We believe any 
change in power in democracy should be 
effected through the process of voting. 
We have to ensure (that) people can cast 
(their) vote in a peaceful manner." He 
claimed that the demand for President's 
rule has been raised by the common 
people and even some other opposition 
parties because of "the way the 
situation is heading with the escalation 
in violence and murder". "As a BJP 
worker I am proud that our party has 
faith in the Constitution. We don't 
believe in toppling an elected 
government. This has also been 
emphasised by our home minister Amit 
Shahji who has said we will defeat this 
government in the polls", he added. The 
Governor is there to file any report 


about the situation to the Centre, he 
said. "I don't want Article 365 in West 
Bengal, we are not in favour of it on 
principle. But the way things are 
heading, I cannot say whether such a 
situation will come up in future," 
Ghosh said. Lashing out against the 
ruling TMC for throttling democratic 
norms against its opponents, the BJP 
leader said 40 false cases had been 
slapped against him alone. While 
Ghosh did not cite any figure about 
attacks on BJP activists in the state 
during the interview, he and other 
leaders of the party had repeatedly said 
over 120 of its activists had been killed 
in political violence by miscreants 
sheltered by the TMC till this date. "We 
are trying to dispel the fear among the 
common man," he said adding that 
central forces had ensured that people 
could by and large vote freely in the 
2019 Lok Sabha polls. 

Referring to the Thursday attack 
on his convoy, the state BJP chief said 
there had been similar incidents at 
least six to seven times in the past. "But 
we (BJP) got the support of 2.3 crore 
voters in the Lok Sabha elections in 
2019." Ghosh had earlier in the day 
alleged that members of Mamata 
Banerjee's Trinamool Congress and the 
Bimal Gurung faction of Gorkha 
Janamukti Morcha had hatched a 
conspiracy to carry out the attack on 
his convoy. (PTI)

Respect Kohli for taking 
paternity leave but his absence 
will impact India: Langer 


MELBOURNE, NOV 13 /-- 

/ Australia head coach 
Justin Langer has hailed 
India captain Virat Kohli for 
taking paternity leave 
during the tour Down Under 
but conceded that his 
absence will definitely 
affect the visitors during the 
much-anticipated Test 
series for the Border- 
Gavaskar Trophy 

Kohli will return home 
after the opening Test, 
which ends on December 21. 
He has been granted 
paternity leave by the BCCI 
to be with his actor wife 
Anushka Sharma for the 
birth of their first child in 
early January. Langer said 
he respects Kohli for putting 
family ahead of cricket. 

"Virat Kohli is probably 
the best player I've ever 
seen in my life for so many 
reasons, not only batting but 
his energy and passion for 
the game, the way he fields," 
Langer told reporters by 
video conference on Friday. 

"I cannot believe he 
displays the energy he does 
in everything he does and 
I've got so much respect for 
him. I've also got respect for 
him in the sense that he's 
made this decision (to 


return for the birth)." 

"He's a human being like 
all of us... if I was giving 
advice to any of my players 
I would always say never, 
ever miss the birth of your 
children because it is one of 
the great things you'll ever 
do," the former Australia 
opener added. Kohli will 
miss the Boxing Day Test in 
Melbourne (December 26- 
30), New Year's Test in 
Sydney (January 7-11) and 
the final game at the Gabba 
(January 15-19). Langer 
said Kohli's absence will 
definitely impact India but 
they cannot afford to lower 
their guard. 

"Of course it will have 
an impact (his absence), but 
we also know that India beat 
us last time (in 2018-19). 
They're a very, very good 
team, we cannot get 
complacent for a second 
with or without Virat," 
Langer said. 

India's tour of Australia 
begins with three GDIs, 
followed by as many T20 
Internationals and four 
Tests. While the first ODI 
will be held on November 
27, the opening Tests is 
scheduled on December 17 
in Adelaide. (PTI) 


Argentinaheld 1-1 in qualifying; 
Bolivia official arrested 

SAO PAULO, NOV 13 /--/ Lionel Messi had a goal 
disallowed and another denied as Argentina was held to a 
1-1 draw in South American World Cup qualifying. 

The draw at La Bombonera stadium puts Argentina on 
the top of the standings with seven points from three 
matches, but Brazil on six could move ahead with a home 
win over 9th-place Venezuela on Friday. Paraguay is in 4th 
position with five points. Argentina's fourth match in 
qualifying will be on Tuesday, when Paraguay hosts Bolivia 
and Ecuador is at home to Colombia. In Thursday's opening 
match, lOth-place Bolivia conceded a late penalty to lose 3- 
2 at home to Ecuador. The Ecuadorians are now in 3rd place 
with six points in three games. 

The top four teams will automatically qualify for the 
2022 World Cup in Qatar. The fifth-place team will go into 
an inter-continental playoff. Paraguay once more gave 
Argentina trouble, opening the scoring in the 21st minute 
via ngel Romero's penalty. Argentina equalized in the 41st 
after Giovani Lo Celso took a corner and found Nicol s Gonz 
lez free in the box to head it home. Messi appeared to give 
Argentina a lead in the 57th minute, but a video reviewed 
decision by Brazilian referee Raphael Claus found a foul 
for Paraguay 27 seconds earlier when the ball was still in 
Argentina's half. Messi nearly scored from a free kick 14 
minutes later, but Paraguayan goalkeeper Antony Silva 
made the save of the match in the top left corner. Argentina 
coach Lionel Scaloni had to be creative for the match. (AP)
